.John Hendry becomes sole maiiiiger ot 
the property, wliieli will continue to bo 
operated and known as the Hastings 
.Saw Mill. .Mr. Hendry steps into the 
position for many years oeciipieil by Mr. 
lli;atli,'y, of San Fraiieisco, us managing 
ili rector of the concern for the new pro- 
prietors. The purchase considera- 
tion, it is understood, exceeded a 
({uartor of a million dollars by 
u considerable sum. So soon as 
the preliminnries > are completed, tho 
manufiicturing and cutting capacity of 
the mill is to be largely increased. Kew 
machinery and motive power of the 
latest and most approved pattern are to 
lie introduced, and the bntiro establish- 
ment made second to none in the Prov- 
ince. Tlip foreshore rights are of great 
value, as excellent facilities lor booming 
logs are ofTercd. The timber limits 
owned and leased arc also known to be 
valuable and capable nf supplying the 
w.nits of the trade for many years. It 
is nndeiHtood that attention is lo be 
given to iiicie.iaing the export trade, 
and lo this licpartinent the able ond 
i ncigctic new general manager is to de- 
vote his alleiilioii.

It is tliongbt how- 
ever, that this iniuor impedi- 
inent to harmony will be got 
rid of without much trouble, and that 
by .Monday at the latest the great docks 
will resume their wonted appearance of 
activity, and the commerce of the 
world's metropolis will regain its nor- 
mal proportions and channels. There 
is an almost unanimous agreement nf 
opinion that tho amicable and mutually 
creditable fceUleuieiit of the trouble now 
app.irently seeured is entirely due to 
the untiring elTorts and great sagacity 
of C.irdinal Manning, who voluntarily 
took the part of mediator.

PROM BBftRINU'S SEA. 

The W. f. Sayward Returns to Port with 
a Good Catch. 

'I'esterday morning the ",'icloria seal- 
ing schooner W, P. S.iywaid, Capt. 
Louis Olscn, entered tho harbor with 
tho Union Jack flying proudly at the 
mast head, and tied up at Jauion'a 
wharf. 

II ur captain smiled a happy smile as 
he aijawcred the many enquiries of 
"How many skins have you got?" 
There were over 2,700 in the hold. 

The Sayward did not go direct from 
Vietoria to the sealing grounds, being 
forced to ciill at Queen Charlotte Islands 
on the way up. Along the coast almost 
800 skins were taken, and these the 
Sayward had on hoard when she entered 
lieliring'a Sea on July 13lb. ,Sho re- 
mained in tho sea unmolested until 
Auj.nist lOtli, when she sailed for home 
with 2,700 skins. 

On the day of leaving the sea, ibe 
San Francisco schooner Lilly L. was 
spoUen with 1,400 skins. No other 
stealers were spoken on the way down, 

Nothing was seen of tbe U.S. cutters, 
although on the 7th of August one of 
them was plainly heard. It was very 
foggy weather, aud the Indians were all 
out iu their canoes. They returned to 
the schooner in haste aud told the eup- 
tain that they beard the noise of a 
steamer. As tlicy were reporting, tbe 
same noise was heard by those on the 
ucb'ioner, as the cutter passed within 
bailing distance of the sealer, but coni- 
plclely hidden from sight in the fog. 

I'avorable weather prevailed on the 
way down, which was made in eight 
days to (Jueen Oharlotte Islands, and 
four days from there to Victoria. At 
the islands lishiiig o]icrations are being 
briskly [irosi cuteil. Sou tli we.st winds 
prev.ii'led all I he way down. A large 
iumy, puiiileil red, was picked up about 
.'10 miles oil' Cuuo Cook, and brought 
down on board the achoouof. '

It is well known that the petroleum 

wells and springs from which the worlil 
lias been for the last (piarter of a century 
receiving its supply arc far from being 
iuoxlmustiblu. The period of time in 
which the most productive of them will 
cease to flow is measurable. 1 1 is said 
that there are indications that the sup- 
lily from the oil region of Baku, near 
tlie aliorcs of the Caspian, is allowing 
..igna of exhaustion. Tliecommisaioner.s 
iiiployed by the liusaiun Government to 
em|uiru into the condition of the oil 
wells there and into the part of tlii' 
liold not yet worked have adviseil the 
.government "to liml new fields of nap 
lha as the iiaptlia from the liakti mines 
will eventually cease altogothur. " The 
.Vmericans will not be sorry to see the 
ilrain on their petroleum wells leasoned. 
.\ii interesting ipiestioii is, where la a 
new oil region from which a plentiful 
supply can be obtained for the world's 
.leeds, and which i» aucessible, to Ik 
Joiindy The answer is, it has been 
found alreaily. The greatest oil region 
in the world is in Canada. In the basin 
.if the MeKcnzie river are petroleum 
licds which are as nearly iiicxhauslihle 
■ IS such deposits can he. They extend 
over a Imiidrcd thouaaiul .scpiai'o miles 
of territory, 'i'he petroleum found in 
ihcso beds is of the best quality 
resembling tliut of the Pennsylvania 
region. 

t'anaila's great oil region is far from 
.icing inaccc.--sible. Il is preity far- 
iioilli. it is inie, bill the Canadian !'a- 
. itic Ivailway has hrouglil il within 
.irni's length, so to apeak, of the civil- 
ized world. The distance from points 
on that road to the basin of the -Mac- 
kenzie Kivcr is not very great, and the 
country is favorable for railroad con- 
struction. The pnijecied Canadian 
Western Kailioad will open a way fioiii 
the oil region to the I'acitic. Kerosene 
•las become one of the ncees.sarics of life 
ill every civilized and scini-civili/.cd 
country, so that it is more than probable 
that ^'ictoria may yet be the Western 
-.cat of tlie Caiuidian coal oil trade 
riieru is nothing visionary in this. Tlie 
i world must have coal oil as long as it is 
to be hail, and the time cannot be far 
distant when the great deposits of petro- 
leum in the Mackenzie basin will be 
made available. 

Recent discoveries warrant the belief 
that e.\ten.sivo deposits of petroleum 
exist in this province. These will, no 
doubt, in time be developed, and boring 
for oil and reliiiiiig it will be one of its 
important iiidustrics. It is well for tlie 
world to know that when the preaent 
sources of petroleum supply give out 
there is plenty more to be had in Xorth- 
w eslern t 'aiiada.

There 
will bu no smoke to prevent the guimcr 
taking 'aim, nothing' will be loft to 
chunco. The tremendous projectiles will 
crash through the armor of the vmsul 
aimeil at causing dealh and destruction.

THE DEAD LANGUAGES. 

The fiuostion of compelling boys, no 
matter w hat their tastes and their tal- 
.■nts may be, to study Latin and Clreck 
ia one tliat is being discu.ssed in every 
part of the Mritish Kin])iru and among 
men of every class. What ia the good 
of spending a great deal of time in 
acquiring a very imperfect knowledge 
of two dead languages ? is u ipiestiou to 
which it is hard to get an answer that 
is at all satisfactory. (Ireek and Latin 
.ire of no practical use to nine ouL of ten 
who make u pretence of leiiriiiiig them. 
There are not many men who, a few- 
years after they have left school, will 
even attempt to traiislatu a passage in 
■■ither language. They have no use in 
the businesses in which they are en- 
gaged for either of them, and not one 
man out of a thousand keeps up his 
knowledge of the classics by regular 
reading for the enjoyment he derives 
from their iicriisal. 'I'lie great majority 
.if those who have Iricl to li-aiii a little 
Latin and less ( ireek al school, when 
they become their own masters, make 
idl the haste they can to forget what 
little they contrived to aci^uire. The old 
stereotyped reason given for learning 
the dead languages, that a man cannot 
iiave a good knowledge of English un- 
l.-sa he stuiliea them, is not often heard 
now. 'I'll.- pl( .1 th.il ill.; study of tliese 
ianguagea allords the best mental 
• liscipliiie ia answered by I'rofessor 
lUackie, himself a brilliant and pro- 
I'oimil classical scholar, in the following 
passage, taken from an article in a re- 
. cut number of the Forum on " Lan- 
';iiag.'S in .Modern Kilucatioii ": 

•■ .\o person iiiiagineH that Cicero 
. iiiihl have adviseil his son Marcus l,o go 
Oi Athens ami study toeek merely for 
llie .saki' of a giamnialii;al discipline; 
Ihe Koiiiaii was to.) piaetieal a man foi- 
ih.it. Ami be,-,i.les, it \M.|e hai.l to 
pr.ivelhat a better discipline for the 
youliiful intellect ia to be got from 
evolving sense out of a complex Latin 
seiiteni e than from a I h.rmaii one; seii- 
len.-es in both languages being con- 
stiucleil very much on the Haiiiu model, 
ami both as far as possible removed 
from the articulation of the English. 
We Doascss in our native Knglisli not 
only a store of literary and acientitie 
materials of all descriptions nuicli su- 
perior to what (ireeco possosaed, even 
in her best days, but our commerce has 
given our language a world-wide cur- 
rency which neither the genius of the 
son of Philip prevailed to give to (ireek, 
nor Ihe sword of ClBsar ttud the seii- 
leiicc of Clpiaii to their native l.jitin. 
,\o necessity lies upon US. to import 
what we pi oiluco so largely at home." 

If many of the boys who are com. 
pelle.i to waste their time in puzzling 
over Latin books whicli they can never 
hope to understand and appreciate were 
reijuircd lo employ it in studying their 
mother tongue, which they will have to 
read, write and speak all their lives, 
there would be more intelligi nt, useful 
men and fewer leariieil duiiia s ami use. 
less, uninuclioul men in Kiiglish. apeak, 
iiig oommunitiea.
